V A Proclamation declaring His Maieſties 


pleaſure concerning Sir Walter Rawleigh,and 
thoſe who aduentured with him. 


I Hereas we gaue Licence to Sir Walter Rawleigh, Knight, and others of 
Our Dubtects with him, to vndertake a Uoyage to the Countrey of 
7 Guyana, Where they pꝛetended great hopes and pꝛobabilities to make 
"4 ; diſcouery of certatne Gold Mines, foꝛ the lawfull enriching ofthem⸗ 
lelues and theſe Our Kingdoms: wherein we did by expꝛeſſe limita- 

72 ON tion and Caution reſtraine , and foꝛbid them and euery ofthem, from 

* attempting any Atte ok hoſtility, w2ong,o2 violence whatſoeuer, vpon 
— a fa — any of the Territozies, States, oꝛ Subiects of any foꝛraine Pꝛintes, 
with whom Wee are in amitie : And moze peculiarly of thoſe of Our deare Bꝛother the King of 
Spaine, in reſpect ofhis Dominions and Intereſts in that Continent. 

All which notwithſtanding, woe are ſinte inkoꝛmed by a tommon fame that they, oꝛ ſome ofthem 
haue, by an hoſtile inuaſion of the Towne of 5. Thome (being vnder the obedience of Our laid 
deare Bꝛother the King of Spainc)and by killing of diners ofthe inhabitants therof, his Subietts, 
and after by ſacking and burning of the laid towne, (as much as in them foꝛ their owne parts lay) 
malitioufly bꝛoken andinfcinged the Peace and Amitie, which hath beene ſo happily eſtabliſhed, 
and ſo long inutolably continued betweene Us and the Subiccts of both our Crownes, 

Wee hauetherefoze held it fit, as appertaining neerely to Pur Royall Juſtice andHonoz, eft- 
ſoones to make a publique declaration of Our owne vtter miſlike and deteſtation ofthe ſaid inſo⸗ 
lentes, and exceſſes if any ſuch haue beene by any of Our Subiects committed : And foꝛ the bet- 
ter detection and clearing of the very trueth of the ſaid common fame; Wee doe heereby ſtraitly 
charge and require all Our Subiects whatſoeuer, that haue any particular vnderſtanding and 
notice therof,vpon their duety and alleagtance which they owe Us, immediately after publication 
of this Our pleaſure, to repaire vnto ſome of Our P2tuy Coufilell, and to diſcouer and make 
knowne vntothemtheir whole knowledge and vnderſtanding concerning theſame,vnder paine 
of Pur High diſpleaſure and indignation; that wee may thereupon pꝛoteede in Our Paincely 
Yultice to the exemplary puniſhmentand coertion of all ſuch, as ſhal be conuicted and found guilty 
offo ſcandalous and enoꝛmous outrages.
